your fingular Difpofitions to do well, Ex- 
traordinary Application to find Objedts, 



and your frank Converfatlon : Which 
fine Accompliihments muft render you 
notorious and conlpicuous to Men of 
Sence, and inevitably advance your For- 
tune. 

Having pradifed in Medicine of a long 
Time, I obferve Phyficians have been 
deficient in the Divifion of Medicine in- 
to five Parts. A miferable Overfighf ! 
There is a fixthj tQ wit, Trkkdlogy^ 
which a Greek would name Technology^ 
a Part by far more witty and lucrative 
than all the other five ; which, tho' I 
could never attain to put iil Prad^ice, 
(for you know the befl of Wits are in- 
capable of fome Arts) yet being of a 
communicative Temper, and that I may 
not be altogether wanting to you in an 
Affair of fo much Importance to yott 
Education, Intereft and Reputation, I 
offer you a . few fcatter'd Thoughts on this 
Siibjed:, with all poflTible Care, and Inge- 
nuity : Which folid and. friendly Advices 
J am confident you'll fweetly relilh and 
greedily imbibe, when I refled on your 
uddatinted Forwafdnefs'on Frugality, the

•Affluence of your Talk, and the out- 
ihining Brightnefs of your Wit, together 
with your unparallel'd Condud:, which 
bring all your laudable Attempts to a 
profitable Iflue. In the Firfi Place, I 
advife you in your Travels (mind I do 
not fay with the weaker Sort, Studies) 
chiefly to obferve all the Rarities and pe- 
culiar Cuftoms, and be much in Com- 
pany to colled Plenty of furprifing Sto- 
ries whether true or falfe, whereby your 
Converfation thereafter fliall bewitch the 
itching Ears of the Credulous. For which 
PurpoTe alfo I enjoin you not to refide 
long in one Place, nor to confine to an 
Univerfity, further thaii to acquire fome 
Terms of Art,fo as not to mangle them in 
the Pronunciation ; with fome Diagno- 
fticks and -Set-Forms of Receipts for 
fimple Difeafes, which I mufl own rare- 
ly occur; but believe me the Receipts 
lliall pafs for good Coin. 

As to complicated Difeafes, which 
happen by far more frequently, it muft • 
be confefs'd there's no pofTible mana- 
ging of thejn, without Knowledge of In- 

llitutions. 
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ftkutlons, Anatomy, animal OecQflo- 
jny. Aetiology, Indications, Materia 
J^ledica^ Method of Cure, the Quantity 
(bf Medicaments, and proper , Time oi 
Adminiilration. But this being a fevere 
and laborious Study, I don't recommend 
it to you, becaufe I know your Ingeni- 
leads you to eafy, fpeedy and c:om- 
pendious Courfes. And fince your ulti- 
mate Intent may be efledluated by Meanj 
more acceflible and entertaining, it is in 
vain to thwart your Genius. You ^e^ 
how handfomly the Stock-jobbers, ha v< 
traded without Trade, and how quickl]/ 
they have difpatcht their Affairs with' 
put Toil or Travel J how luckily they 
have jobbed, and how wittily they have 
clifpos^d of, and fettled their Stocks, 
which effedliially iHuftrates the PolBbi- 
lity of expeding Bufinefs without Ob- 
feryance of ordinary Rules. But feino 
of thefe, the Caufes of Difeafes, and the 
Virtues of Remedies, aremoft frequent- 
ly on the Carpet,it is expedient you havs 
thefe Words ready at Hand, a Wind, 
a Blood, Obftru(aion and Sowrnefs ol 



Blood. And fometimes turd to the Pro- 
(ai^arBickj that is, the Occafion of the 
Direafe; but beware you meddle not 
with the continent Caufe. For the Vir- 
tues of Remedies the following Vocables 
are, Specificky Carminative^ Minoraiive^ 
Cephalick^ Stomachi<:k^ Splemck^ Hepa- 
ticky Diureticky Diaphoretick, Emeticky 
2Tarcoticky Hjpnoticky Paregorick. So 
mucji for Icks. Now for GogSy Phleg' 
tnagog^ Cholagog^ Melanagog, HjJragogy 
fafichymagogy Menagog^H^magog, The 
j^ntis alfo are very ornamental in Dif- 
courfe ; fuch as, Antipkuriticky Antt- 
nephriiickj Antiarthriticky AntiBerick, 
But with more than ordinary Virtuofo s, 
Antiehiinticky Antiphthificky Antilomicky 
Antipj;reucky ScelotyrbicJiy Spafmodicky 
BdcMtk'y • AnttecUpticky Lhhontriptick, 
Ophthalmicky Otalgick, Toxkk, Tonick, 
Topick There are many other Qogs^ 
Icks and Antis ; but thefe, to fave you 
Time and Pains, are rnore than fufficient 
for accomplifliirig your Defign. Thus 
you'll be thought learned with little or 
no Reading, and make a Figure among

Cyphers^ The Turhlind is a King 
mong the Mind. We find by Experieqce 
that Bunglers in all Trades work Won- 
ders, As forthe Nam^s pfDifeales, you 
may fecurely reduce all to Scurvy, De- 
tay, iFever and Vapours ; and, \vben 
pon critical Learnipg, derive Acrimony, 
from that it agrees vi^ith many, &c, la 
the Cure aflume all, for if you engage 
not with full Aflurance, you fliall bp 
deem'd guiire in{uffiqient and pretend 
confidently to Arcanums^ NoBmmSy Ta^ 
paceas, and Catholic on s to fweeten the 
Blood; among which have a (pecld,\ Re- 
gard to Sophia Chmifgorum^ to* which 
the Varaceifians afcrib'd miraculqus CJua- 
SmVs. Multiply your l^ptients, and 
magnify your SuGcers5tho you be fcarce 
of the former, and moft unlucky in the 
Izntt. 

By which eafy and acceflible Means 
you are not incumber'd with the Pedan- 
try of Learning. It is a fenfeJefsMiftake, 
find daily contradi6|ed by Experience, 
trhaf it is neceflary to be a good Scholar, 
in order to be rich Phyfician, 



fpch Is the different Cafts of Men's Heads, 
that fome others think that Medicine is 
the moft difficult of Arts, and unattain- 
able without a great many Parts of 
Learning, and daily Study and Applica- 
tion. Be you none of thefe penfive me- 
lancholick Bodies you'll find the modifli 
Wits, and moft converfant PracSlitioners, 
ridicule Theory, as inacceffijble and un- 
profitable. Get hold pf fome Quirks 
and Niceties, tho but pertaining to the 
Appendages of Medicine, by j:he, dif- 
playing of which, ypurfelf and others too 
fliall apprehend you are more learn'd 
than liodors. As I take the Matter, 
Learning is no more nece/Iary to make 
you fuecesful, than Arithmetick is to 
one that would be rich. As the befl 
Arithmeticians do not always multiply, 
fo it often happens that the Quack is 
rewarded beyond the Dodor. Many 
gain confiderably \)y this Profeflion, who, 
do not underftaqd, and difdain to read 
learned Books. Mean Time it is expe^. 
dient that y^u furniih out your Shelves 
with a large eolk<aion of Book?, which: 

' you' 
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yon may fafely buy by Weight. It Is no 
Matter what they contain, provided they 

" be weH bound, fiz'd and gilded, andbe- 
W^'re you don't fully them with your 
Fingers, nay not with your Breath. Ne- 

^vertheiefs it lhall ingratiate, that you 

'have a few rare and curious Authors for 
a Shew, tho it be not pofTible for you to 

. penetrate into the Meaning of one Line. 
Depend on't, that Medicine is invifible 
to all who have not applied to the Stu- 
dy of it, tho' all conceited People nibble 
at it; Light Beads, beeaufe they know 
nothing,think they know all Things; for 

. they cannot imagine-that- others button or 
conneJl their Thoughts, otherwife than 
after the Manner they themfelves do. 
I won't fatigue you with the Latin A- 
dage of it. It is an admirable Expedient 
toconfult Indexes: This is a moft com- 
pendious Way 5 for Authors are to he itfed 
as Lobfters^ you mup. look for the hsH 
Meat in the Tails^ and lay the Bodies 



In mQ Second Place, as ta Gonverfa- 
tioD, your Inclinations, I know, lead

fQU to extraordinary Franknefs : You^9 
ne in the Right not to wait for Invitati- 
pns, as do the Lazy : Be at Pains to in- ' 
form your felf of the Meetings of gr'eat 
jfld opule>t1t Mefl, and be lure at any 
Rate to thru (1: into their Company.^* 
Vou'll d<) n6 Good with the inferior' 
Rank, they are not Worth your Wliile. 
Slip no Oppcyrtuffities to difpiay your 
Abilities as a Bon-companion, and yoiXt 
Capacities .itr y^ur Occupation as a Non- 
fueh ; for the Unthinking choofe Phytu 
dans by their .bwn Fancies, .not by the? 
approbation of learned Men, and com- 
petent Judges. .' 

Strive ftoutly to be Speaker "to thd 
Houfe, and make yourfelf nece/TarY 
and ufeful irt all Affairs, and never fliclc 
at Fallhood and Difingenuity ; A Story 
of Irnportaftee, or for Divertiftment, 
tho never f© falfe, is always very taking; 
and there you'J] readily hear fome Per- 
ion's Difeafe mentioned ; which defcribe 
at large, and with Confidence take ia 
hand to cure; Don't you fee every 
where Govetous Knaves live on credulous 

Fools ? 



ropls? It IS ten to one but there ftaJI 
bean Account of fome Perfon lately fal-. 
ien fick, to whom repair with furious 
Speed, to prevent thp Do(5lors (for thev 
go not uncalled) and then inform the Pa", 
ticot oT the Sincerity of your Friend/Iiip^ 
"and Ao^^^^y his Prefervation, and 
the Speed you have made. But if yoa 
find the Patient diftruO; your Skill, be 
(carefiii to divert him from employing 
the Dodor of the Country, and per^ 
fwade to call fome diftant Phyfician. 
Thus ^Qu'll have the Phyfician of the 
Country flighted, your Reward enlarged, 
your Employment more frequent, the 
pther being more inacceflible becaufe of 
piftanceo And it is little Matter how 
coflly it be to the Patient, fmce it is no- 
\vife expenfive to you. Yea, tho a 
Dodor is ennploy'd, fee to poflefs the 
Patient with Apprehenfions of your bet- 
ter Qiialifications, which will be by fome 
readily believed, and the Dodor fliaU 
be dilmift, efpeqially if what has been 
apply 'd has not given fudden Relief, 
Yet it is eligible firft of all to estp^t aa 



fnvitafion from fome of the Frlentis, foi^ 
then you have a Copriricipal. Be per- 
fwaded of it, that to be inceflantly a- 
c^ive after this Manner, fhall prove 
much more beneficial than Reading and 
Meditation. Make as alvi'ays on Expe- 
dition, Toit fhall be equalized to the in- 
duflrious Bee^ which tit the fame Time 
feeds, works and diverts itfelf. You may 
fay (as in the Fable) with the Horfe- 
Turds floating together with Apples, O 
how v?e Apples fmm^ quoth the Turds ^ 
Or with the Fly on the Horfe-Buttock, 
What a Rate do I drive at ^ Or with 
the Mufician, that fancy 'd he was an O^r- 
ganift, when he only drew the Bellows. 
Yea, over and -above you fhall be called 
THE Doctor, tho truly you be no- 
thing more than an Abecedarian, 

Knock down the Reputation of Do- 
d-ors, and you fhall infallibly raife your 
own ; fo it be with Wit, no Matter with 
bow little JuHice : A Criticifm between 
juB andunjuft is but the "Needle-work of 
idle Brai?js. It is always good to be in 
a Road of Thriving ; obferve how opu- 
lent 
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lent they become, and how thefe havi 
jittained to the Charader of monflrous 
Wits and piodigipus Genius s, who build 
on fuch prudential and thriity Founda- 
tions. You may confidently cenfure and 
prefer Vourfeif to thofe whofe approv'd 
Writings you ^re not capable to inter- 
pret, and tho' you h^VQ not fo much 
j-eal Learning as would cover a Sixpence 
in the Bottom of a Baforiy or as to di^ 
ilinguiOi betwixt Axuoge and exungulate. 
If the Doctor be older than you, whi- 
fper he is fuperannuated if younger^ 
faj he is unexperienced. It is not fd 
artful for a Man to have Merit aS it isi 
to krlow how to' bring himfelf into 
t*lay. There be many Perfons that 
cannot play well, yet can nimbly pack 
the Cards. 

The Os magna fonaturum, which Ho" 
race makes an ineftimable Qualification^ 
inay t^ach you not to flint your Words 
'which CO ft mthm^. Contrary to fome 
out of the Way Muto\ who ufe a con- 
tife and natural Exprefiion without 
Cfrace, Air or Ornament : They will 

itos 



slot afibrd you a Word more than is/ignu 
ficant to be intelligible, which is as poon 
and niggardly y as it would be to fet down 
no wore Meat than your Company Jhall 
he fure to eat up- You may do your 
Bufinefs as does the Drum, it makes a 
great Npife, but look into it, there is 
nothing; fo beware they do not intro- 
fpedyou. 

Another Piece of lucky Conduct 
is tq iqfinuate into the Favour of 
trafficking and popular Priefts, which 
may be raoft eafily purchafl: without one 
Grain of Religion. The Wifdom of the 
Serpent has the Precedency of the Inno- 
cency of the Dove. They'll depretiatc 
and deprels your Opponents mod au- 
thentically and faithfully, yea and com* 
bine againft them, tho' five hundred 
Skins fliould pay for it, and they'll found 
aloud your Pjraifes to the utmoft Corners 
of Zion, I can afTure you their Appro- 
bation (hall fignify more than that of a 
College of Phyficians : They know well, 
how to procure you Augmentations* 
implicite Faith is of aCatholick Extent^ 



ind Policy Isreform'd Prudence, and filil 
Orthodox when on the right Side. 

It will prove of mafculine Confequence 
to add to thefe former the Concurrence 
and Go-operatiori of the female Witlings. 
Thefe have an incurable Itch to inter- 
meddle with their fecret and profound 
Gins. They'll fubvert the moft folid and 
lafting Foundations by tlieir Influence on 
filly People, tho' often to their own, 
^ofs, for they cm look no further than 
to Humour,or the prefent Conveniency; 
buVby thefe well managed you lhall have 
Perquifites in Plenty. 

Moreover you'll find it expedient to 
negotiate with the Governors of Got- 
tham ; they cannot mifs to influence their 
Pupils, and thefe are very riumerous. 
The Nod of a pretending Fop eafily 
down-weighs the Applaufe of Judges 
competent. Take Care to have your 
Fadors and Brokers every where, but 
let them not feerti to trade ; and do as 
did the Ape with the Cat's Foot, which he 
borrowed to take the Chefnut out of the 
Fire. This I perceive you incline to ob-

ferve ; It Is Praife- worthy. No DouBp 
many witty Men have- copied after 
Brutes.

Whert you can flip into Pradice mtti 
a Dodor by Hook or Crook,; take up 
with the Major-domo ; repudiate what 
the Dodor advifed, tho' it be a Mixture 
made of twenty Ingredients, it (hall be 
believed that you well know all the In- 
gredients, their Quantities and Virtues^^ 
and condemn and reprobate all, the 
Druggs in the Country, > except ihofe 
tifed by yourfelf, and fubftitute other 
Things, whether frivolous or hurtfuf^* 
were it but to interrupt the Docflor'S 
Succefs« Befides,' Contradiction makes 
Wit to Ihine. Ir the Event prove fatal, 
you are not feen in it ^ but if profperous, 
proclaim that the Cifre was your's^ 
which is a currant Wile of officious Med- 
dler^, to the Ruin of the Patients in the 
firft Cafe, and to the Reproach of the 
Phyfician in the other : Yet in fuchCir- 
Cumdances you'll do well to regulate 
your Adivity, by the Facility and Diffi- 
B ^ culty 
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c«Ity of fhe Difeafe, left you mlftake the 
fcue, and if you can by Prognofticks 
difcern that the Difeafe is very dangerous, 
f^move, on pretence of greater NecefTi- 
ty^ and never return, until! you be in- 
formed of Hopes of Recovery, and then 
make all Hafte imaginable.. But if the 
Difeafe be Certainly infuperable, fuffet 
the Dbdor to be called mpviims^ but 
tiiind always to diftinguilh betwixt ricli 
and poon 

1 kriow a Man of Craft, an incompa- 
i-able Praditioner, an original Genius, tc 
kidnap Letters, Receipts and Errand- 
goers, whereby he has quickly eas'd the 
Sick arid remov'd Difeafes. A piece oJ 
Vigilancy and Kindn^fs could never be 
recompenfed by the P^ients, 

You may fafely. detract: fronithemofl 
^ccompliflied w^th the unlearned, yed 
confidently averr he has miftaken the 
Difeafe, even tho' he has curd it, and 
fay, becaufe it is not there, it was not 
. there : But firfl take Care your credulous 
Companions be unacquainted with him, 
i^t incline to difparage him, or keen to 

promote 
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promote your Fame and Intereft. Thiis^; 
lot long ago, a Dodor cured a Patient Ja- 
)ouring of a Tomefaaion, with Diftention, 
)f Belly, Breaft, Face, Hands, both Legs 
•etaining the Fit y attended with an intenfe 
rhirft. Paucity of Urine, aqd PifHculty qf 
Breathing, which for Cop trad i<5t ion, or thro' 
Ignorance, the Praditioners f^id was no 
Dropfy, whereby they made Profit, and 
gain'd Credit 5 and .the Cure was afcribed to 
ihem. 

There's another Wile you may have fome- 
times OccaHon for, when the Dodior mifies 
the Cure of a Difeafe, tho' per fe irrecover- 
able, it is an excellent Conduft to diflenii- 
nate, that you, or feme of your Patients, la- 
bour of the very fame Difeafe, you may com? 
to find no little Lucfe in this Call. 

In the Third Plac^, I am at a Stand how 
to. advife yoa about'Religion, whether Deifqi 
or Hypocrify ^ 1 cannot tell whether is rnoft 
in Fafiiion, but thefe two are the only golden 
ones, and both are fnftained compatible with 
Chriftianity only the moft polite Nebterkk 
Sa^iemos are thofe of the former: Therefore 
it is my Advice you difdain thofe early Preju- 
dices, the narrow Notions of f^irtue and Piety • 
know it is better to be a Wit than a good 
Chriftian. I am not yet convinced that a 
ferions Senfe of Religion is neceflary to en- 
rich a Phyfician, becaufe it {hall never make 
13 3 ' a 
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^ good Trickologiit.' It hath been found by 
Experience, that the fmallefr Quantity of Reli- 
gion^ like a fwgle Drop of A^aft-Ucjuor in CU' 
ret, will muddy and difcompofe the brightefi Ge- 
vius' Keligion fuppofes Death, judgment. 
Heaven, Hell, Sacraments, the Word and 
Wdrlhip of GOD, and twenty other Puncti- 
lio's, which taken ferioufly, are an infufter- 
able Check to Wit, Thrift and Frecthink- 
ing. But fuppofe Religion, you fhall by 
Trickology do more for the Souls of your Pa- 
tients than twenty Divines by Theology : 
You^n accelerate the Felicities of the good, 
and leflentheMiferiesofthebad,by putting an 
Bnd to their Tranfgreffions: Show your Parts 
by Contempt of Rdigion, unlefs you fubmit 
to pafs for an Infipid, or to be hooted at by the 
Wits. Religious is a fcandalous Epithet of a 
^hyfician, but Atheiftical is catching, Vbi tres^ 
Medici^dm Athei^ afE'd Atheifm, and tho' you 
be fliort of Invention, the infernal Philofopher 
with his Skill and Will ftiall be ready at hand 
for your Alfiftance, fo you lhall be efteemed 
Hiore profound and accomplifli'd than thofe 
^ho think v/ith the Vulgar ^ but in loco avail, 
wife Pilots- turn their Sails according to the 
Wind,wh{ch is very pradicable. A Man now 
a-daysis call'd religious, if he is but not im- 
pious, iandhonelt, if he is not a Thief. 

By thefe few and eafy Prefcriptions, mana- 
ged by your fuperktive Genius, youftiail ne- 
' ' /■ ceflarily. 



r^arily, and in a fhort Time^ isrrjve at tbe 
iuft Reward of a moft profound Wit, and an 
ineilimable pradltioner, even to fhine in tbac, 
GharaSer, and then 1 think you'll own me to 
be your Benefaftor, for that I fhorten your 
Road. I dpn't enjoin you tedious SEudie"s,nofr 
fevere Morals; what 1 recommend isexadly 
congenial to your Temper,3nd believe me you 
fhal) find your Account in it ; depend on't 
fuch Conduft Ihall palliate a Practice repu- 
gnant to Reafon, Experience, Authority, and 
univerfal Confent, yea tho' the Event prove 
fatal; fuch is the Stupidity of the. njany arid 
great Beafts of the People. Thus before Dfe- 
teftion of your Ipfufficiency, you Ihali make 
Money, and then the Money lhall fupport 
both Perfon and Reputation. Confult Bog- 
calimh Way of Thriving. 

Give me Leave to tell youi, you won't do 
well to take Advice from Dr. Jimothy Goodman^ 
he would renverfe all tbefe fine Qualifications;, 
and give every one of them a bad Denominati- 
on : He 11 call all your Difpoiitions deceitful, 
your Application, fifliing gf Patients, your 
Converfation forcing of a Trade, your Wit 
Knavery, your Frugality Avarice, your Talk 
Loquacity, your Condua: fcurrifous, your 
Stories Lies, your Intent bafe, your Means 
fordid, your Abilities Vanit;ies,your Aliiirancc 
lmpudence,you.r Performances pernicious,your 
Yilits beggarly Intrufion, your Fricndfhip 
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Flattery, your Speed Precipitancy^ ycmv 
Prndence Impudence, your Airs Bufeonry 
and Pageantry, your Foundations under- 
mining, your Priefts officious Meddlers, your 
Religion Blafphemy, your Gontradiftions 
J^onfence or Impofture, your Detradtions ma- 
licious or greedy, your Kidnapping a Piece of 
•Villainy peculiar to a finifht Skellura, or con- 
fummatcd Scoundrel, your Vigilance Selfilh- 
nefs, your CourteouriiefsGuiie, yourSuccefs 
fortuitous, and your Genius daran'd ^ and 
that 'tis inconfiftent that one who under- 
llands the very Elements, Principles or Founr 
dations of Medicine^ can be an Atheiit. 

Moreover he'll tell you, That 'tis declared 
by the Statutes of Phyficians, that fuch Pra- 
ctitioners are Villains, Impoftors and Male- 
faftors, and not to be treated with Privile- 
ges and Immunities in Cities,and thata Dodfor 
muft not vifit where another is called, with- 
out his Allowance, and that when he makes a 
Vilit uncaird, or gives Advice unfought, he 
jDuft receive no Reward ^ and" that Phyfici- 
ans fhould be modeft, ftudious and confci- 
entious ^ and that Hippocrates fays, Phyftcians 
Are not much exercifed in T'alk. 

But I tell you, Modefty is Melancholy, 
Study is Pedantry, and Honefty isaftarving 
Islotion. Be afTur'd of it,that it is much more 
lucrative to aft the <:^nack than to ad the Do- 
dor, for the Dodtor mull facredly obfervea 

great 
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great many pinching; Principles and Statutes^ 
alWhicb the Quack doth wifely repudiate^ 
as lazy, fuperciliousand unprofitable. Do but 
pretend, and you Ihall be fuftain'd,. tho' all 
Mankind acknowledge that no Society, na 
not thatot the meaneft Artificers, can fubfift 
. without their peculiar Laws *, yet tHe necef- 
iary Obfervance of Phyficians Statutes fram'd 
for the Prefcrvation of Life and Health, Blef- 
jUngs preferable to al) fublunary,is not regard-* 
^ed, neither are the pernicious Efie(fls of Indi- 
itiaition difcerned but by very few, fo you 
may tranfgrefs them all pro re mta, and go 
unpHuifh'd advitam. 

Take Care however to manage with 
an un.^ifcoverable Dexterity, otherwife yoii 
are undone j for, befides the Ruin of Fame, it 
may happen, upon Difcovery, that a formal 
Complaint be made to Judges competent : 
Mind that 'tis incumbent onthePhyiiciansof 
a Country fo undeceive, by deteding fuch 
Impoftors 5 yet you'll find it eafy to make the
